No. 46-74 /49-FcUcy, — The Government of India have 
had under examination the possibilities ot tapping under- 
ground water resources in Rajasthan Preliminary 
borings made in several places have proved that large 
supplies of water oan be made available for agricultural 
purposes throughout the year in areas now wholly de- 
pendent on inadequate and uncertain rainfall during the 
monsoon months. The development of these sources of 
water in this region is of utmost importance, both for 
Rajasthan and the country as a whole. It has, there- 
fore, been decided to set up a Rajasthan Underground

adjudication; 

And whereas proceedings in respect of the said dispute 
abated under sub-soction (?) of section 5 of the Industrial 
Disputes (Banking and Insurance Companies) Second 
Ordinance, 1949 (No, XX VII L of 1949); 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of sub-section ( 2 ) of sec- 
tion 5 of the Industrial Disputes (Banking and Insurance 
Companies) Second Ordinance, 1949 (No. XXVIII of 1949), 
and in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) oL 
Bub-section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947 (XIV of 1947), the Central Government is pleased to 
refer the said dispute for adjudication to the Industrial 
Tribunal constituted under section 7 of the said Act by 
the notification of the Government? of India in the Ministry 
of Labour, No. LR-2(2 05), dated the 18th June 1949, as 
amended from time to time.
